Statement of purpose of bill as introduced:  This bill proposes to pause by one 5 

year the expansion of juvenile jurisdiction to 19-year-olds, to enhance the 6 

rights of victims in juvenile and youthful offender proceedings, and to make 7 

several other modifications to court proceedings in juvenile matters.   8

(1) both current and future options for secure placements, a plan to 14 

ensure that the placements are available for youth going forward, a description 15 

of the appropriates services to be provided, and a recommendation as to 16 

whether dual custody with the Department of Corrections should be 17 

considered; and 18 

(2) a progress report on the requirement of Secs. 1 and 2 of this Act that 19 

the Raise the Age initiative take effect on July 1, 2023, and a recommendation 20 

as to whether implementation by that date is feasible.   21 
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(b) On or before July 1, 2022, the Department for Children and Families 1 

shall file a preliminary report to the Joint Legislative Committee on Justice 2 

Oversight describing the progress made toward completion of the final report 3 

required by subsection (a) of this section.     4
